Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 8-9, 11, 16-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant's remarks, filed on 09/17/2009, have been carefully reviewed with updated 
search. 

Claims 1, 8 and 16, are allowed because the closest prior art. Rune (US 
2002/0115460), in view of Sarkkinen (US 2003/0119533), and in view of Sharma US 
2005/0009527), fail to anticipate or render obvious as stated in the Applicant's Remarks 
on pages 5-7, in combination with all other limitations in the claims as defined by 
applicant. 

Dependent Claims 2, 4, 9, 1 1 , 17-18 are allowable for the same reason as set 
forth above.
